AS  DEAN  TESTIFIED  for  the  third 
day  before  the  Senate  investigators,  Sen. 
Edward  J.  Gurney,  R-Fla.,  said  his  charge 
that  the  President  was  aware  of  the 
Watergate  cover-up  late  last  summer 
seemed  based  on  an  impression. 

“I’m  reporting  the  facts  as  I’m  able  to 
recall  them,”  Dean  told  the  Senate’s 
televised  Watergate  hearings.  He  said  he 
doesn’t  have  a  tape-recorder  memory  of 
that  meeting  with  Nixon. 

Gurney  confronted  Dean  with  a  series 


of  detailed  questions  about  the  Sept.  15 
meeting,  which  included  the  then-White 
House  counsel,  and  presidential  aides 
H.R.  Haldeman  and  John  D.  Erlichman. 

THAT  IS  THE  FIRST  point  at  which 
Dean  has  said  he  had  first-hand 
knowledge  that  Nixon  was  aware  of 
campaign  and  official  involvement  in  the 
Watergate  wiretapping  and  cover. 

Gurney:  “It  was  at  that  meeting  that 
you  felt  the  President  knew  all  about 
Watergate  . . .  ?”

Dean:  “I  would  say  this,  when  I  came 
in,  the  indictments  had  been  announced, 
it  was  a  very  cordial  circumstance.  The 
President  asked  me  to  sit  down  and  told 
me  that  Bob  had  told  him  what  I’d  been 
doing.  He  expressed  appreciation  for 
it ...  You  can  tell  when  you’re  talking  to 
the  President  whether  he  understands  or 
not  ...”

After  attending  the  University  of  Utah 
and  George  Washington  University,  he 
became  a  tariff  specialist  in  Washington, 
D.C.  He  later  worked  with  the  Aluminum 
Company  of  America  as  its  Washington 
representative  for  several  years. 

Mr.  Romney  joined  Nash-Kelvinator 
Corporation  in  1948  as  assistant  to  the 
president.  In  1953  he  was  elected 
executive  vice-president,  a  position  he 
held  when  Nash-Kelvinator  and  Hudson 
Motor  Car  Company  merged  in  1954  to 
form  American  Motors. Corporation.  He 
became  chairman  and  president  of 
American  Motors  in  1954. 


HE  RESIGNED  when  he  announced  his 
candidacy  for  governor  of  Michigan.  He 
served  as  governor  of  Michigan  from  1962 
until  his  appointment  to  President 
Nixon’s  cabinet.

Five  members  of  a  California  family 
were  killed  and  one  was  injured 
Wednesday  morning  after  their  small, 
twin -engine  Cessna  310  crashed  and 
burned  near  the  Provo  Airport.  The 
survivor  of  the  crash,  a  12-year-old  girl, 
was  taken  to  the  University  of  Utah 
Medical  Center  in  Salt  Lake. 

Asst.  Sgt.  Larry  Baum  of  the  Provo 
Police  said  the  plane  had  taken  off  at  7 
a.m.  heading  towards  the  southeast  end 
of  the  field.  The  plane  seemed  to  lose 
altitude  then  suddenly  started  to  bank  to 


the  right  and  fell  to  the  ground,  nose  first 
into  a  concrete  moat  that  runs  parallel  to 
the  airport.  The  plane  then  burst  into 
flames  killing  five  of  the  six  occupants 
instantly,  according  to  Officer  Baum. 

Officials  from  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  were  on  the  scene  still  conducting 
an  investigation.  However,  they  had  not 
determined  the  cause  of  the  crash. 

The  victims  were  identified  as  Lee 
Stanley  Fibson,  34,  his  wife,  Eleanor,  33, 
and  their  three  children,  Gayle,  13, 
Clinton,  8,  and  Ernest,  5,  all  of  the  Iron

Grooming  not  biggest  problem

The  most  common  problem 
with  student  behavior  at  BYU  is 
not  dress  and  grooming,  but 
personal  honesty  and  integrity, 
•according  to  Gerald  Dye, 
chairman  of  University  Standards. 

“If  I  had  to  pick  the  area  in 
which  I  am  most  disappointed 
with  BYU  students,  it  is  with 
personal  honesty  and  integrity  in 
dealing  with  one’s  fellowmen,” 
said  Dye  in  an  interview. 

Problems  with  honesty  show  up 
in  three  major  areas-traffic 
violations,  debts  between 
students,  and  writing  check's  with 
insufficient  funds,  according  to 
Dye. 

Traffic  violations  include 
parking  in  restricted  areas,  failing 
to  register  a  car  with  the 
university  and  lying  to  officers  at 
the  control  booths. 

“Some  students  will  tell  the 
officer  that  they  are  not  students 
so  that  they  can  get  through  the 
control  booths,”  explained  Dye. 


checks  is  a  big  one  at  BYU, 
according  to  Dye. 

“It  happens  so  often  that  I  can’t 
believe  most  of  them  are  honest 
mistakes,”  he  said. 


“MANY  STUDENTS  consider 
this  a  little  thing  because  it 
doesn’t  seem  to  hurt  anybody. 
This  is  the  same  philosophy  that  is 
used  when  some  one  steals  pencils 
from  a  big  company.  Maybe  it 
doesn’t  hurt  anybody,  but  it  is  a 
matter  of  personal  integrity.” 

Failure  to  pay  debts  often  takes 
on  greater  proportions.  Standards 
has  dealt  with  students  who  will 
leave  as  much  as  $300  in  unpaid 
debts  to  other  students. 


One  of  the  most  common  areas 
in  which  this  occurs  is  with  the 
telephone  bill.  In  an  apartment, 
the  telephone  is  usually  in  the 
name  of  one  student  who  is  liable 
to  the  telephone  company  for  any 
unpaid  bills.  When  a  student 
leaves  without  paying  his  bill,  the 
person  in  whose  name  the  phone 
is  listed  is  considered  responsible. 

If  he  cannot  raise  the  money  to 
pay  the  bill,  his  credit  rating  may 
be  affected,  and  his  telephone 
may  be  disconnected. 

“University  Standards  can 
sometimes  contact  students  and 
discuss  the  problem,”  said  Dye. 
“We  can  apply  some  pressure  to 
resolve  the  situation.” 

But  if  the  student  has  left  town, 
Standards  can  do  little.  “We  can’t 
put  a  hold  on  the  student’s 
transcript,  but  we  can  tag  his 
records  so  that  if  he  ever  wants  to 
return  to  BYU,  he  must  be  cleared 
by  Standards.” 

The  problem  of  writing  bad 


“MOST  STUDENTS  don’t 
think  they’re  being  dishonest. 
They  intend  to  pay  the  money 
back.  The  student  who  writes  a 
bad  check  in  the  bookstore  is 
really  borrowing  money  from  the 
bookstore  without  paying 
interest.” 

The  problem  of  returned  checks 
has  made  some  Provo  businessmen 
wary  of  cashing  checks. 

“For  the  small  businessman  or 
service  station  operator,  a 
returned  check  for  $80  can  make 
a  lot  of  difference,”  Dye  stated. 

If  offenders  in  these  categories 
of  personal  dishonesty  are 
referred  to  Standards,  they  may 
be  counseled  by  Chairman  Dye  or 
his  assistant,  Gary  Haroldsen. 
Problems  in  this  category  virtually 
never  result  in  suspension,  though 
they  can  be  considered  violations 
of  the  Honor  Code,  Dye 
explained. 

Offenses  more  likely  to  lead  to 
suspension  from  the  university 
include  illegal  acts  or  serious  and 
habitual  violations  of  Church 
standards.  Suspension  for  a  first 
offense  is  rare,  except  when  a  law 
is  broken. 

“Those  guilty  of  drug  abuse, 
grand  larceny  or  habitual  illegal 
sexual  misconduct  are  more  likely 
to  be  suspended  than  first-time 
abusers  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom,” 
Dye  stated. 

Attitude  is  also  considered.  If 
the  student  shows  no  intention  of 
complying  with  the  Honor  Code, 
he  is  more  likely  to  be  suspended. 

“We  do  not  want  to  interrupt  a 
student’s  education,”  said  Dye. 
“Our  main  concern  is  not 
suspending  students  from  school, 
but  motivating  them  to  repent.” 

Dye  considers  his  office  a 
catalyst  in  the  repentance  process. 

The  process  starts  when  the 
office  of  University  Standards 
receives  a  referral.  These  may 
come  from  students,  faculty 
members  or  townspeople.

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counselors  at  University 
Standards. 

If  the  problem  is  a  serious 
violation  of  Church  standards,  the 
student  is  instructed  to  see  his 
branch  president.  The  branch 
president,  student  and  University 
Standards  work  together  to  help 
the  student  change  his  behavior. 
In  most  cases,  the  student  is 
placed  on  probation.  During  his 
probation  period,  he  reports 
periodically  to  his  branch 
president. 

If  University  Standards  suggest 
that  the  student  be  suspended 
from  school,  he  may  appeal  that 
decision. 

“We  have  due  process  here,” 
Dye  explained.  “The  student  can 
request  a  hearing,  where  he  can 
bring  witnesses  and  has  the  right 
to  confront  his  accusers.  He  often 
brings  an  adviser  and  in  some 
cases  a  lawyer.” 

The  facts  of  the  case  are 
discerned  by  the  Student  Honor 
Committee.  This  standing 
seven-man  committee  is  made  up 
of  three  students  besides  faculty 
and  staff  members.  The  faculty 
and  staff  members  are  appointed 
by  the  President-  The  students  are 
chosen  from  a  list  submitted  by 
ASBYU  officers. 

After  hearing  the  case,  the 
committee  makes  a 
recommendation  to  J.  Elliot 
Cameron,  Dean  of  Student  Life. 

“In  most  cases,  the  Dean  will 
accept  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee,  but  he  does  have  the 
option  of  reducing  the  severity  of 
the  punishment,”  explained  Dye.

15  to  20  entrants  each  year  after 
that,”  Dean  said. 

Candidates  for  the  Master  of 
Science  degree  will  begin  work  as 
soon  as  they  are  accepted  by  the 
BYU  graduate  school. 

Dean  noted  the  program  is 
intended  to  help  meet  the  demand 
for  master’s  degree  personnel  in 
the  computer  science  field. 

According  to  Dr.  Bill  R.  Hays, 
graduate  representative  who  is 
administering  the  program,  there 
will  be  an  emphasis  on  theoretical 
computer  science,  programming 
systems,  machine  organization 
and  information  theory. 

“Graduates  will  be  technically 
and  intellectually  qualified  for 
work  in  computer  systems  design, 
development,  implementation, 
and  use— including  major  areas  of 
systems  analysis,  systems 
programing  and  application 
programing,”  Hayes  said. 

The  Computer  Science  Dept. 


was  organized  in  the  spring  o 
1969  and  now  enrolls  about  30( 
undergraduates.  The  new  progran 
will  broaden  the  department’: 
research  capabilities  and  product 
graduate  student  assistants  to  helj 
with  undergraduate  program 
Dean  said.

He  said  this  time  is  computed 
from  the  individual’s  date  of 
discharge  or  from  the  effective 
date  of  the  law,  whichever  is  later. 

Smith  explained  that  the 
original  bill  did  not  include  flight, 
apprenticeship,  on-the-job  and 
farm-cooperative  training.  He  said 
this  means  eligibility  for  these 
benefits  will  not  expire  for 
post-Korean  veterans  until  August 
30,  1975,  which  is  eight  years 
after  the  date  they  were 
authorized  by  law. 

The  director  noted  that  1.4 
million,  or  33  per  cent  of  4.1 
million  veterans  eligible  by  the 
1966  law  have  used  all  or  part  of 
their  educational  benefits.  The 
overall  participation  rate  for 
Vietnam  veterans  is  about  46  per 
cent.

A  new  policy  allowing  previous 
college  credit  to  be  applied  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Independent  Studies 
(BIS)  degree  has  been  adopted  by 
the  BYU  Division  of  Continuing 
Education,  according  to  Robert  C. 
Seamons,  supervisor  of  the  BIS 
program . 

Seamons  said  the  BIS  program, 
which  gives  high  school  graduates 
or  undergraduate  students  a 
chance  to  get  a  bachelors  degree 
while  working  fulltime,  began  in 
1971  and  that  arrangements  for 
transferring  credits  from  previous 
college  studies  were  not  made 
until  now. 

There  were  132  students 
enrolled  in  the  program  last 
month. 

Seamons  said  the  program 
allows  participants  to  acquire 
techniques  for  better  daily  living, 
to  develop  interests  and  to 
broaden  their  education. 

He  said  all  high  school  graduates 
over  21  years  old  are  eligible  for 
the  program.  He  pointed  out  that 
potential  students  should  send 
transcripts  of  high  school  and 
college  work  with  admission 
forms.  A  $  1 0  admission  fee  must 
also  be  included.  Tests  will  be 
given  to  measure  the  extent  of 
learning  since  the  applicants’ 
formal  education  ended. 


Seamons  said  students  must 
complete  a  four-phase  program  to 
graduate.  All  students  are 
accepted  on  a  provisional  basis 
until  they  successfully  complete 
the  foundations  area  of  study. 
Then  they  must  successfully 
complete  each  area  before  they 
are  permitted  to  progress  to  the 
next  area  of  study.

Kidnapped  baby  needs  drugs 


LONDON  -  Time  was  running  out  Tuesday  for  a-  6-week-old  baby 
girl  kidnapped  and  deprived  of  the  special  drug  she  needs  every  eight 
hours.  Kirsten  Bullen,  who  was  taken  from  her  carriage  Monday,  might 
suffer  brain  damage  and  die  if  she  does  not  get  her  drug  regularly,  her 
doctor  said.  Her  mother  issued  this  plea:  “Whoever  took  my  baby,  I  ask 
that  they  look  after  her  .  . . 


“London  tower  is  falling  down” 


LONDON  -  Salt  is  corroding,  part  of  the  ancient  Tower  of  London, 
and  scientists  are  battling  to  prevent  the  collapse  of  the  section.  The 
stonework  in  the  700-year-old  Salt  Tower  is  crumbling  slowly  because 
of  the  salt  it  absorbed  500  years  ago.  The  tower  was  built  in  1240  for 
defense  purposes.  During  the  Middle  Ages,  it  was  used  for  storage  of 
salt,  a  monopoly  of  the  English  sovereigns,  who  charged  a  tax  on  it. 
Government  scientists  are  trying  to  draw  the  salt  from  the  limestone 
with  clay  poultices.  The  tower  has  been  closed  to  the  public.

GURNEY  THEN  ASKED 
whether  Dean  had  discussed  with 
Nixon  payoffs  to  the  Watergate 
defendants,  destruction  of 
documents,  possible  use  of  the 
CIA  as  a  cover,  or  wiretapping 
materials,  or  plans  for  perjured 
testimony. 

Each  time,  Dean  said  no. 

Gurney:  “How  can  you  say  the 
President  knew  all  about  these 
things  from  a  simple  observation 
by  him  that  Bob  tells  me  you’ve 
done  a  good  job  .  .  .  ?” 

Dean:  “  .  .  .  This  was  the 
hottest  issue  that  was  going  on  in 
the  campaign.  ...  I  can’t  believe 
the  fact  that  we  were  going  to 
contain  this  matter  would  totally 
escape  the  President’s  attention 
and  it  was  to  me  a  confirmation 
and  a  compliment  that  I  had  done 
this  ...” 

DEAN  TESTIFIED  that  he 
helped  raise  money  to  buy  silence 
from  the  Watergate  burglars 
because  “I  was  concerned  at  that 
time  that  this  thing  would  lead 
directly  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States.” 

Earlier,  Dean  read  to  the  Senate 
committee  documents  to  support 
his  charges  that  the  White  House 
kept  an  “enemies  list”  of 


politicians,  newsmen,  union 
officials  and  businessmen. 

The  White  House  labeled  Dean 
“the  principal  actor  in  the 
Watergate  cover-up”  Wednesday 
and  submitted  what  a  senator 
called  “a  substitute  for 
cross-examination  of  Mr.  Dean  by 
the  President  of  the  United 
States.”

The  vote  approving  his 
nomination,  submitted  by 
President  Nixon  on  June  8,  was 
96  to  0.  ' 


Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy, 
D-Mass.,  a  committee  member, 
said  Kelley’s  confirmation  “may 
be  one  of  the  most  significant 
actions  the  Senate  takes  this  year 
if  we  make  clear  what  we  think  it 
ought  to  mean.” 


Kennedy  said  the  Watergate 
hearings  and  other  disclosures 
have  made  clear  that  “the  massive 
investigative  apparatus  of  the 
federal  government  has  been 
misused  and  abuses  in  every 
conceivable  way  for  grossly 
political  purposes.” 


Among  the  tasks  ahead  for 
Kelley,  he  said,  is  to  set  standards 
for  the  future  “which  will  assure 
the  bureau  is  never  misused  or 
abused  again.”

Another  effort  to  cut  off 
bombing  funds  was  attached  to 
this  second  piece  of  legislation  by 
the  House  Tuesday  and  is 
expected  to  win  Senate  approval 
later  in  the  week. 

The  measure  Nixon  vetoed  was 
approved  by  the  Senate  81-11  and 
by  the  House  232-181. 


Marine  sgt.  commits  suicide 
charged  with  helping  enemy 


COMMERCE  CITY,  Colo.  (AP) 
-  Marine  Sgt.  Abel  Larry 
Kavanaugh,  24,  was  found  shot  to 
death  early  Wednesday  in  what 
police  said  was  an  apparent 
suicide. 

Kavanaugh  was  one  of  eight 
former  American  prisoners  of  war 
charged  with  collaborating  with 
the  enemy  while  a  prisoner,  police 
reported. 

Jack  Baldwin  of  the  Commerce 
City  Police  Department  said 
Kavanaugh  was  found  shot  in  the 
left  temple  at  the  home  of  his 


father-in-law.  Baldwin  said  a  small 
handgun  was  apparently  the 
weapon  used. 

Kavanaugh  was  charged  along 
with  other  former  prisoners  held 
at  the  Plantation  prison  camp  near 
Hanoi  with  cooperating  with  the 
enemy.  The  charge  was  filed  by 
the  senior  POW  officer  in  the 
camp,  Col.  Theodore  W.  Guy  of 
Tucson,  Ariz. 

Kavanaugh  was  on  a  60-day 
convalescent  leave  and  was 
scheduled  to  return  to  Camp 
Pendleton,  Calif,  for  reassignment.

BYU’s  baseball  team  under 
coach  Glen  Tuckett  represents  the 
standards  of  the  University  and 
the  LDS  Church  possibly  more 
than  any  other  group  connected 
with  BYU.

“We  tell  the  boys  what  we 
expect  of  them  when  we  first 
recruit  them,”  Tuckett  says,  “and 
I  suppose  we  scare  some  of  them 
off.”

pride  in  all  that  the  players  do. 
This  includes  dress,  grooming  and 
in  the  classroom.  There  are  few,  if 
any,  written  training  rules  for  the 
Cougar  baseballers.  On  trips  you 
are  more  apt  to  see  them 
studying,  reading,  or  simply  sight 
seeing  than  becoming  involved  in 
any  of  the  traditional  time-killers 
of  traveling  athletes.  Card  playing 
is  not  seen  on  the  BYU  baseball 
trips. 


The  young  men  on  the  team 
answer  questions  with  a  smart 
“yes  sir”  and  “no  sir,”  do  not  get 
involved  in  the  highly  personal 
bench  jockeying  that  seems  to  be 
so  much  a  part  of  the  game  of 
baseball  and  also  involve 
themselves  in  youth  functions 
both  at  home  and  while  on  the 
road. 

The  BYU  baseball  team  in 
recent  years  has  appeared  at 
youth  functions  throughout  the 
western  United  States  including 
Alaska.  It  is  not  uncommon  for 
the  team  to  play  before  large 
crowds  of  Latter-day  Saint 
people,  including  missionaries, 
while  on  the  road.  They’ll  tell  you 
the  BYU  team  is  an  excellent 
missionary  tool. 

Typical  of  this  missionary 
activity  was  this  season’s  trip  to 
Ft.  Collins  and  Boulder,  Colo.  The 
team  played  a  tripleheader  on 
Saturday  at  Ft.  Collins,  won  two 
of  three  games  and  then  bussed  to 
Boulder  to  await  a  Monday 
doubleheader. 

On  Sunday  morning  the 
majority  of  the  team  along  with 
the  coaches  attended  Boulder 
Stake  Conference  and  then,  that 
afternoon,  presented  the 
Sacrament  meeting  program  for 
the  Boulder  First  Ward.  In 
addition,  a  special  youth  fireside 
was  held  that  evening  for  the 
entire  Stake  with  team  members 
again  presenting  the  program.

“BYU’s  Food  Service  really 
earned  the  respect  of  the  NCAA 
at  the  1967  Championships,”  said 
Robison.  The  coach  stated  that 
food  was  prepared  for  the  athletes 
anytime  they  asked  for  it,  and 
while  some  schools  do  make  a  lot 
of  money  off  the  visiting 
competitors,  BYU’s  Food  Service 
came  within  $5  of  breaking  even. 

Coach  Robison  pointed  to  the 
organization  of  the  1967  meet  as 
another  factor  for  the  good 
response  from  NCAA  officials. 
“In  ’67  we  placed  an  information 
booth  in  the  Salt  Lake  Airport  to 
guide  the  athletes  as  they  left 
their  planes.  We  placed  them  on 
buses  and  only  charged  them 
about  one  dollar  to  the  “Y”.  We 
provided  the  head  officials  of  the 
NCAA  and  the  press  with  one 
dozen  courtesy  cars,  and  many  of 
the  coaches  were  given  free  passes 
to  local  golf  courses  and  other 
places  of  entertainment,”  said  the 
coach. 

HE  WENT  ON,  “Some  of  the 
officials  were  taken  to  Strawberry 
for  a  few  hours  of  fishing,  and 
they  came  back  with  the  biggest 
fish  of  their  lives.  They  still  talk 
about  the  food,  the  courtesy  and 
the  hospitality  shown  to  them.”

Basketball  camp  successful 


Fundamentals  and  work,  that’s 
the  regimen  for  this  summer’s 
Cougar  Basketball  Camp. 

Over  7  3  0  boys  from 
surrounding  states  scrimmage 
three  times  each  day  in  three  hour 
periods,  according  to  the  camp’s 
director,  Coach  Glenn  R.  Potter. 
He  started  the  camp  three  years 
ago  with  three  objectives.  One  was 
to  promote  basketball  as  a  sport 
to  be  played  year-round.  The 
popularity  of  the  idea  can  be 
measured  in  the  growth  of  the 
camp  from  190  boys  in  1971  to 
280  boys  in  1972,  and  this  year’s 
turnout  of  730  boys.

The  third  objective  of  the  camp 
is  to  develop  good  public  relations 
for  BYU  with  a  lot  of  future 
prospective  students.  Coach 
Potter  thinks  he  has  already 
spotted  a  good  half  dozen 
prospective  players  for  the  “Y”, 
but  declines  mentioning  who  they 
are. 

Boys  must  be  a  minimum  of  1 1 
years  old,  and  they  cannot  be 
graduates  of  high  school.

He  said  he  thought  she  had  been 
thrown  clear  from  the  wreckage 
through  the  rear  of  the  craft  after 
the  plane  had  split  down  the 
cockpit.  The  plane  seemed  to  roll 
across  the  moat  throwing  the  girl 
into  a  field  of  mud  and  water.  The 
crash  was  contained  in  a  small 
area  of  about  100-125  feet,  he 
added. 

Officer  Baum  said  the  Gibson 
girl  was  on  fire  when  sighted  and 
was  told  to  throw  herself  onto  the 
wet  field  to  put  out  the  flames  by 
officials  who  couldn’t 
immediately  reach  her  because  of 
the  moat. 

In  looking  for  more  survivors, 
Officer  Baum  said  he  could  see  a 
hand  and  arm  of  one  of  the 
victims  sticking  out  of  the 
wreckage  but  he  said  he  couldn’t 
reach  the  bodies  until  the  craft 
cooled  down. 

He  explained  the  dead  members 
of  the  family  were  all  found 
charred  in  the  plane  in  their  seats. 
Four  of  the  victims  had  been 
apparently  seat-belted  into  the 
plane  at  the  time  of  the  crash  with 
only  Ginna  and  another  child  jn 
the  last  two  seats  having  their  seat 
belts  undone,  said  Officer  Baum. 

The  crash  started  a  fire  which 
burned  an  area  of  about  50  yards 
along  the  road  side  near  the  site. 
Pieces  of  the  craft  were  found  on 
both  sides  of  the  moat  and  along 
the  road. 

After  several  hours,  the  bodies 
were  removed  from  the  plane  and 
taken  to  Berg  Mortuary.  Funeral 
services  were  still  pending 
notification  of  relatives  as  of 
Wednesday  afternoon.

The  court  has  ruled  that  minors  can  contract  for 
necessities  of  life,  including  food  and  housing.  Minors  are  bound  by 
such  contracts.
